WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 1}—Com- 
munist Czechoslovakia has agreed 
to release tomorrow two Ameri- 
can soldiers seized by Czech bor- 
der guards last month and ac- 
cused of espionage, the State De- 
partment announced today. 


It said the Czech government 
promised to return ist Lt. Rich- 
ard H. Dries of New York and 
Pfc. George M. Pisk of Austin, 
Tex., at 6 a.m. (EST). The 
promise wags made to the Ameri- 
can Embassy in Prague. 


Simultaneously, the State De- 
partment urgently requested 
Communist China to reconsider 
a life sentence imposed on Hugh 
Francis Redmond, New York 
businessman. He was sentenced 
last month on a charge of spying 
for the U.S. 


Dries and Pisk were seized by 
the Czechs Sept. 17 along the Ger- 
man-Czech border. In a Sept. 18 
note demanding their release, the 
U.S. said the men were seized 
on the German side of the Iron 
Curtain. 


The Czechs countered with a 
charge that the Americans 
crossed the border and ‘‘took pic- 
tures with their cameras and 
searched the area with binocu- 
lars.”’ They said the men “re- 
corded their observations on a 
Czech military army map.” 

In Heidelberg the U.S. Army 
denied the Czech allegations. It 
said it would be ‘‘quite logical’’ 
for Dries, as an Army lieutenant, 
to be carrying a pistol, maps and | 
a camera. 

The U.S. Embassy in Prague 
persisted in efforts to obtain the 
men's release, conferring fre- 
quently with Czech officials.

YOU'RE TAILED OFTEN 

This was merely by way of in- 
troduction. There is nothing un- 
usual in the Soviet Union to find 
yourself, from time to time, be- 
ing followed by a Soviet Secret 
Police or MVD agent or two. 
Sometimes United States mili- 
tary attaches are honored with 
an escort of as many as four. 


Beginning in Yakutsk and con- 
tinuing throughout northern and 
eastern Siberia (with the excep- 
tion of Chita, which is clearly 
an Army rather than an MVD 
town) this correspondent was 
never, so far as he could de- 
termine, out of sight of an M 
VD agent with the exception 
of times which he was in his 
hotel room. 


And, at times — notably in 
Birobijan—there were at least 
20 agents on the job. 

It was impressive, intimidat- 
ing and, sometimes, almost ter- 
rifying. Eastern Siberia is not 
a place in which a lone United 
States correspondent is likely to 
feel very comfortable or secure 
even under the best of circum- 
stances. Surrounded’ by MVD 
agents, day and night, one found 
it difficult to maintain a con- 
sistently objective and impassive 
viewpoint.

There is, however, an outhouse 
in the backyard with two com- 
partments. By what was clearly 
no coincidence this correspond- 
ent never found it possible to 
pay a solitary visit to this homely 
facility. 

When I rode the Trans-Siberian 
train from Khabarovsk to Birobi- 
jan, two MVD agents occupied 
the compartment next to mine. 
Even after I had gone to bed they 
siayed awake and on watch. An 
MVD officer drove my cab in 
Khabarovsk. He didn’t bother to 
change his uniform trousers and 
boots. But, he collected his 100- 
ruble fare, just like a real taxi 
driver, 


Two MVD cars followed me to 
the station. Agents sat outside the 
Khabarovsk Hotel and openly 
trailed behind each time I went 
walking. 

They were so thick around the 
hotel in Birobijan that each time 
I emerged on the hotel steps with 
camera in hand I could see them 
scurrying in all directions to get 


behind posts’ and fences ‘and trees) 


so as not to have their photograph 
snapped. All I had to do was raise 
my camera to start a small stam- 
pede. It was funny. But it was also 
tragic and alarming. 

A local MVD official installed 
himself in the Birobijan hotel as 
the ostensible manager. 


THE CREMLINS 


Shadowing in Moscow (except 
for military personnel) is the ex- 
ception rather than the rule, al- 
though many foreigners, condi- 
tioned by what they have heard 
about Moscow, tend to see little 
men following them wherever they 
go. Actually shadows are assigned 
to diplomats and correspondents 
usually only by way of occasional 
spot checks. If a correspondent 
should find. himself constantly be- 
ing shadowed it is almost a cer- 
tain sign that he can expect very 
serious trouble from the MVD. 
That was why the amazing MVD 
attentions in Siberia were so 
alarming. However, no such in- 
siances have occurred since Sta- 
lin’s death, although several oc- 


curred in the years between 1945, 


and 1953. 


Ever since the assassination of 
the German Ambassador in Mos- 
cow, in the early days after the 
Revolution, a constant security 
guard had been assigned to the top 
ambassadors in Moscow—the Unit- 
ed States, British, French, Ger- 
man and Japanese. In other words 
agents watch those diplomats 
whose assassination might provoke 
serious international difficulties for 
the Russians. 


These security guards stayed so 
close to ambassadors that, for ex- 
ample, when Admiral Alan G. 
Kirk, former United 
bassador once went rowing on 
Lake Baikal, the ‘‘boys’’ had to go 
along, too. If a United States am- 
bassador went to a football game,

Fair Trade Act Needs 
To Be Tested-Soon 


The quicker the state’s new Fair Trade 
Act is tested for constitutional legality by 
the Georgia Supreme Court the better. 
Regardless of the involved reasoning used 
to rationalize it, the bill is a price-fixing 
measure. 

It is very confusing that interests who 
make a national pastime of breast-beating 
about the free enterprise system are the 
first to run to Congress and state legisla- 
tures for measures of this kind. It re- 
stricts free enterprise and limits competi- 
tion. 

An Atlanta merchant is enjoined by 
the courts under the Georgia law from 
selling two mattresses below the mini- 
mum resale price set by the manufacturer. 
In other words, the manufacturer is per- 
mitted to set the price of his product for 
resale by every merchant in the state. 
They are not permitted.to cut below this 
minimum. 

The end result is that consumers are 
not permitted the normal benefits of le- 
gitimate competition. The minimum re- 
sale price set by the manufacturer has the 
force of law. 

These so-called fair trade. measures 
have never been given the legal tests 
they deserve. The majority of states 
have them. 

How they square with the mouthings 
about free enterprise of the interests that 
promote: them’ is tough to figure out. 
Such guarantees do not square either 
with the enmity of these same interests 
to price supports and other measures to 
aid farmers, By their reasoning; free en- 
terprise is‘ something everybody should 
have except themselves.

Future Transportation 


Will Be Atom-Powered 


The speed with which the atomic age 
is developing is lost sight of in the every- 
day activities of world affairs. And yet 
its promises for the future are incalcula- 
ble. When harnessed to the service of 
mankind atomic energy offers hope of 


eventual solution of many of the prob- 
lems that have plagued the world since 
the dawn of time. 

While its frightful destructive poten- 
tial has given the human race the means 
for its own eradication, this potential ac- 
tually has speeded up development of 
atomic usage perhaps-by centuries. If its 
destructive capabilities can be curbed and 
an atomic war avoided because of realiza- 
tion of the end result, the development of 
atomic and hydrogen bombs will have 
benefited all mankind. 

It is significant that the first atom- 
powered engine is that of the submarine, 
the U.S.S. Nautilus, commissioned in the 
fleet Thursday. Its cost was prodigious 
but it becomes the prototype of eventual 
utilization of atomic power in field and 
factory and in all types of transportation. 
This military development opens the way 
for utilizing the atom for peaceful pur- 
poses. 

The performance capabilities of the 
Nautilus will, without doubt, revolutionize 
naval warfare. Although much about it 
is still top secret, we know enough to 
surmise that it makes every conventional 
type submarine and many other naval 
vessels more or less obsolete. 

This submarine becomes the pioneer in 
afomic travel. It would be safe to say 
that, barring world destruction, transpor- 
tation of the future—at sea, in the air, 
and on the ground—will be atom-pow- 
ered.

Death on the Highways 
Is Due to Many Causes 


The Georgia Department of Public 
Safety is trying to determine why there 
were so many highway accidents over 
the Labor Day weekend. 

The highway patrol was out in force. 
Patrolmen supervised more than 100,000 
miles of roads, made 1,332 arrests for 
traffic violations and worked 7,237 man 
hours. 

Despite this vigilance nine persons 
were killed over the weekend and there 
were 279 accidents involving 2,095 peo- 
ple. Pi 
It may be assumed that Georgia police 
did all in their power that weekend to cut 
down wrecks and deaths. But the toll was 
shockingly sad. 

One reason could be Georgia’s main 
roads, the through routes frequented by 
tourists and Georgians en route from one 
part of the state to another. In too many 
instances they are old, are not engineered 
for high speeds, and in a lot of cases they 
are poorly maintained. 

Another reason is the human equation. 
Mechanically, the new automobiles ap- 
proach perfection. But the man behind 
the wheel is the same old unimproved 
model. He is still reckless, and doesn’t 
mind driving after a few drinks. 

While his manners at home and in 
church may be faultless, put him at the 
controls of a car and too often he becomes 
a madman, careless of his own safety and 
completely heedless of the lives of others. 

Courtesy is a virtue anywhere. On 
the highway it is the factor that often is 
the difference between life and death.

Learning To Grow Corn 


Farm experts up in [Illinois are pre- 
dicting that by 1975 the average corn yield 
in the Prairie State may reach 80 bushels 
an acre, 

From 1866 to 1936, the average yield 
of an Illinois acre was 33 bushels, no in- 
novation in corn.production having been 
made in all that time. 

Then came hybrid seed. 

Since then, the yield has risen steadily 
until it now stands at 52 bushels. It is 
on a projection of the trend that the 80 
bushels by 1975 is forecast. 

While the upgrading has been going 
on in the Corn Belt, Georgia farmers 
have.pulled their average corn yield up 
to nearly 20 bushels to the acre. But they 
need not feel discouraged. Illinois had 
a head start. 

We in Georgia know about hybrid 
seed, too. And we're learning not to try 
to grow corn on _ scrubby slopes better 
suited to pine trees and grass. 

Much is being done to promote a bet- 
ter corn yield down South. While Geor- 
gia may never become known as the Corn 
State, we'll give those flatland farmers up 
North a run to the mill yet.

Trend to Liberalism Grows 
In United States and Britain 


In The Christian Science Monitor 


WASHINGTON—Are we witnessing another political swing to the 


left among the voters of the English-speaking world? 


It is probably 


too early to make pronouncements, but the shift to Labor evidenced 
in the latest Gallup Poll in Britain, the reduced Republican margin 
in the elections in Maine, and the primary victories of ‘“‘liberals’’ such 
as Senators Kefauver and Sparkman in the Democratic South, are 
being added up and pondered by the political analysts here in 


Washington. 

Back in 1948-50, a wide swing 
to the conservatives was visible 
—in Australia and New Zealand 
first and finally culminating in 
the Churchill victory in Britain 
in 1951 and the Eisenhower tri- 
umph in the United States in 
1952. Trends are not necessarily 
contagious from one country to 
another. But if there is a trend in 
the opposite direction now, what 
are its ingredients? 

The most recent British Gallup 
Poll suggests that, if a new Brit- 
ish election were held t morrow, 
the Laborites would poll 48.5 per 
cent of the total vote, the Con- 
servatives 42.5 per cent and the 
Liberals 8. It is hard to believe 
that Labor is ahead by 6 per- 
centage points at a time when 
British gold reserves are mount- 
ing, goods are plentiful in the 
shops, and Foreign Secretary 
Eden is developing a strong and 
independent . foreign -poliey: 

The hard core of Laborite 
votes has remained loyal to la- 
bor, and the fickle ‘‘independ- 
ent’’ vote seems to be shifting 
that way again. 

What about the United States? 
The picture is surely similar in 
that...there’s a -large--core- of 
Democratic voters here, a ma- 
jority in fact. The GOP has to 
detach some of these voters to 
win in any year. 

There are dissatisfactions on 
the economic front. An American 
Gallup Poll shows farmers dis- 


satisfied, by a margin.of four to’ 


three, with the way the Eisen- 
hower administration is handling 
the farm support program, There 
is also the worry over unem- 
ployment. Unemployment is small 
compared to the jobless toll in a 
full-scale recession, but political 
sensitivity is far greater today 


than it was 20 years ago. Demo- 
crats are also seeking to make 
much of the “‘hold down’’ on fed- 
eral power projects and_ the 
‘‘business-favoring tax bill.’’ 

In foreign policy there would 
be no such support in the United 
States for, say, a Stevenson- 
Democratic visit to Red China as 
there was approval in Britain 
for the Attlee trip to Peking. 
Foreign policy is not figuring 
Strongly in voter’ conclusions 
thus far. 

There are lessons for conserv- 
atives in the broad picture. If 
all the domestic dissatisfactions 
are boiled down, there emerges 
among some of the independent 
and ‘‘swing’’ voters an impres- 
sion, erroneous or not, that the 
Conservatives in Britain and the 
Republicans in the United States 
are not quite sufficiently con- 
cerned about the welfare of the 
average, — lower - income - bracket 
citizens. In each case the con- 
servatives are tagged with be- 
ing the parties of “‘big business,” 
with “‘rationing by the purse,’’ or 
with putting tax refunds to indus- 
try ahead, say, of slum clearance 
or subsidies to farmers. 

What is the answer? Should 
conservatives abandon their ob- 
vious preference for  business- 
community solutions? Must con- 
servatives, to win elections, oul- 
bid their opponents in spreading 
the welfare state? Is it possible, 
when it seems wise and neces- 
sary to reduce the handouts and 


‘reverse policy—as Secretary of 


Agriculture Benson did on farm 
supports—to explain the new 
policy with sufficient clarity and 
perceptivity so that the elector- 
ate will buy it? These are the 
kind of questions which political 
conservatism faces,

All work is sacred when it is 

done in the spirit of Christian stew- 
ardship, when a man feels that he 
shares with God in the work of 
creation, when a man knows deep 
within hi$ heart that his effort is 
in some way helping his family, 
his community and the common 
good. 
An old proverb says, ‘‘All work 
and no play makes Johnny a dull 
boy.” And that is true, for life 
must have a balance of work and 
play, rest and meditation. Yet is 
it not true that all play and no 
work would make Johnny very 
much duller? 

Sometimes we're told that the 
future will bring “a workless 
world.”’” Machines will do all that 
men must now accomplish... The 
thought of a workless world is 
dreadful to think about and is, 
furthermore, almost inconceivable 
to a healthy imagination.

Mind Over Matter: 
Mind Often Loses 


Despite the numerous precautions, ocgasion- 
ally an error creeps into the paper. These de- 


partures from perfection come about in varied 
ways, some mechanical, some mental. 
Probably the most common mechanical, or typographical, error 
in newspapers is the transposition. 


Consider, for example, the word 
“there.”’ This word in type comes 
into being when the component let- 
ters are assembled by the operator 
of a Linotype or Intertype machine. 
The striking of keys: by the oper- 
ator brings about the assembling 
of the individual letters of the 
word. 


Each letter is a brass matrix 
which falls from a ‘“‘magazine,”’ or 
storage place. Occasionally, a 
“mat” will fall in the wrong po- 
sition. That’s how we come up with 
such words as ‘‘theer’’ and “‘htree”’ 
instead of ‘‘there.”’ 

Lines of type are cast from the 
assembled ‘‘mats,”’ and we have 
the possibility of another error: 
the line transposition. This situ- 
ation results when a line of type 
gets out of position. Each line in a 
column of type is a separate 
“‘slug,’’ and once in a while these 
slugs go astray.

These errors bring about mo- 
mentary confusion in the mind of 
the reader, but he can usually re- 
read the material and determine 
how the lines should have—been 
assembled. 

There are numerous Variations

in the line transposition error, but 
there’s no need to go into the de- 
grees. Occasionaliy line transposi- 
tion errors result when errors in 
words are being corrected. 

These mechanical errors are 
rather simple developments; they 
just happen, and that’s all there 
is to it. But consider the mental 
lapse. Here we have an opportunity 
for some real blockbusters. 

My column for last week can 
serve as a horrible example. The 
subject was Georgia’s progress in 
combating numerous infectious 
diseases. Death rates as far back 
as 1850 were cited to show that in 
the present day Georgians are liv- 
ing in a period dramatically clear 
from the hazards of the earlier 
time, 

In telling of the great advance 
against tuberculosis, I wrote as 
follows: “Only 34 years ago, in 
1920, the death rate from this dis- 
ease was 2,362 per 100,000; last 
— the rate had plummeted to 

That presentation is one big mis- 
take; I had my terms mixed up. 
The figures cited were not the 
death rate per 100,000, but the 
actual number of deaths in those 
years: The-death rate per 100,000 
for TB in 1920 was 81.6, compared 
with a rate of 12.8 for 1953. This 
same mis-use of terms was evident 
in other examples cited in the 
column. 

Numerous persons have kindly 
pointed out the departure from the 
path of exactness.

—For the Scientific, an Experiment 

There was something SMU liked about the Tech team. His 
name was Bo Hagan, ahd, obviously impressed by the crushing 
offense that Tech threw at him last year, Woodard employed 
Hagan to coach his backfield. Now, through Hagan, SMU knows 
more about Tech than if Tech had mailed them a set of their 
plays. “There’s one disadvantage to their not playing,” Dodd 
reasoned. “We'll have some experience on them. But of course 
they'll have seen everything we’ve got. They'll know our strengths 
and our weaknesses. Naturally, Hagan knows our personnel very 
well.” 

This presents an interésting experiment, if you care to 
be purely scientific about it. Assuming that all other factors 
are about equal, which they seem to be, this allows the psy- 
chological mind to tinker with the established factors at work 
in this game, scouting versus non-scouting, and such. 

All this nonsense is about as interesting as a case of measles 
to Dodd. He has established some factors at. Tech that aren't 
comforting, like offensive shortcomings at guard, defensive short- 
comings at end and a combination of both at tackle, Maybe, 
though, some history can soothe him. 


— When Brigman Looked Like Parilli 

It was here, on the same Cotton Bow] carpet, that Bill Brig- 
man, Larry Ruffin and Bill Teas came of age two years ago. 
This was the seene of one of Brigman’s two great games. The 
other came at Durham, where he bamboozled Duke later that 
season. 

Brigman had so masterful a touch that night that one Dallas 
paper likened his work to that of Babe Parilli, who had just 
recently appeared here with Kentucky. Among quarterbacks, 
comparison to Parilli in the matter of sleight of hand is the 
supreme. Brigman was that good that night, and two of his lead- 
ing assistants were Teas and Ruffin, who ran as if shot out of 
guns. It was one of Georgia Tech’s most distinguished per- 
formances. 

Just two years before, when they met for the first time, 
Tech had been slaughtered on the same lawn, 33-13, and 
trailed blood all the way back to Atlanta. This was the Kyle 
Rote year at SMU, also the Mustangs’ first season without 
Doak Walker. It was Tech’s weakest postwar team, the pause 
before the freshing comeback. And so, when the Texans saw 
“the machine that Dodd had created for his next appearance 
here, they were slightly less than amazed. Small wonder. they 
observed awe-stricken as Brigman made like Merlin the 
Magician. 

So it’s just like a blind date this time. Tech is back to face
